Added 
to this condition we are advised of 
the very serious shortage In Europe 
due to war conditions, a shortage 
which will continue for many years 
to come. Prom a monetary point of 
view, which It seems to us should 
not be the first consideration during 
these times, for If for no other rea¬ 
son. we are in hopes that more than 
a passive Interest will t>e taken in the 
Club. That Pocahontas Is favored 
by nature for growing cattle Is self 
evident.
